ney General Thomas C. 
Lynch has reported that a 
2.000 per cent increase in 
juvenile drug arrests has oc­ 
curred during the last eight 
years, with the last six 
months accounting for 165 
per cent increase above the 
first half of 1967.

Marijuana offenses drop­ 
ped slightly, from 79 to 68 
per cent compared with the 
first half of 1967. but dan- 
gerough drug violations 
climbed an "incredible 324 
per cent" above that report­ 
ed for the first half of last 
year, the attorney general 
said.

Lynch said he was ap­ 
palled at the increase In 
dangerous drug arrests and 
urged a quick determination 
of whether there is a solid 
correlation between the de­ 
crease in marijuana viola­ 
tions and the upsurge in 
dangerous drug arrests.
